March 8, 2021 - Recommended unanimously by the Electric Utility Commission on a 6-0 vote, with
Commissioner Hadden off the dais, Commissioners Funkhouser, Reed and Wray absent, and one vacancy.

Additional Backup Information:
The contract will provide Austin Energy with network protectors of various voltage and configurations for use in
the network distribution areas. This network system is designed to provide maximum service continuity in the
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downtown area which is a heavy load density service area. A protector consists of a circuit breaker, operating
mechanism, network relay and control equipment. Protectors allow two or more electrical feeders to be
connected and simultaneously provide power to a common low voltage service. The protectors will be used to
replenish stock at Austin Energy’s warehouse and will be used as required.

The current contract expires in May 2021.
